Although math has its many ups and downs, it 
still is an adventure that is taken each year by 
many of the students at ICA.

No, it was not the sounds from the United Na- 
tions or even from the Tower of Babel. The many 
strange words you possibly heard ringing through- 
out the halls of the school building were coming 
from the many students who were taking a foreign 
language, trying to see it they could make it as a 
linguist.
